And ai] this hes appeat'd hnce, to ts a pure 
Duach Artifice, and the chief Attors of it, have ſince valacd them- 
ſelves 0n ur, as a Maſter picce of their Politicks to fice and inrage the 
People, and imprels on Pr eteftants the greateſt Aﬀerightments poſſi. 
ble at the danger they. were 1:07 had lo wonderiully ef apeC, which 
proved io efie@ual and lucceſsfulto precipirate them to diliver vp

This ſucceſs of the Princ;, however obtained by great diſſimulation

accompliſhing ſome ſtupendious Work; ſothat we poor mortals
